By 
thus combining both elementsSmi'ey 
has demonstrated his ability as a 
straddler, und he will now promise 
everything to each element. To tlie 
saloonists he will grant the same lib- 
erty and immunity from interference 
that has prevailed in the past under 
McComb's administration; to the high 
morality elements he will promise to 
shut up saloons, houses of ill-fame 
and poker joints. And.promises are 
all that better element will get lor 
the support, they gave to him, lor 
Jimmy will see more profit in cater- 
ing to the other element—and Jimmy 
3s in politics tor profit.

AN ENGLISH HOSPITAL NURSE. 


Sllfl Work« Torilhlj Hard—Not Allowed to 


.lit UOHII [II 11 Wlll-cl. 


Theseutinientalist idea of a nurse's 


ocr-npation as consisting mainly in 
the gentle smoothing of pillows is 
now generally disiibused. Tho work 
of nnrhiug proper demands muscle, 
]>luck, endurance, deftness and sym- 
pathy, lint does not in itself involve 
any sorions strain to healthy and 
capable women. Tlie word nursing 
bus come to be a synonymous term 
with overwork, because the hours of 
oimnnuons duty by night and day 
arc vory long and also on account of 
the (i mount of cleaning work—sweep- 
ing, dusting and polishing—which 
supplements attention to tho patients. 


The intensity of work varies great- 


ly in difl'ei-enl hospitals and depends 
much upon whether they are situated 
in Viusy and densely populated cen- 
teie or in quiet provincial towns. 
Things adjust themselves, however, 
wiih HU-h moo economy that, though 
otbcr 
i.-ircum^lanres may change 


from place to place, the labor of the 
nur=e will remain just as much asshe 
can manage to get through. In gen- 
eral Ivobpitals, with medical schools 
attached, "where the cases are acute 
and require much attention, the pro- 
portion of nurses to patients will be 
comparatively high, and the greater 
part of the manual labor m the ward 
will be performed by -ward servants. 


In slow provincial hospitals or in- 


firmaries where the c.ises are mostly 
chronic, tlin proportion of nurses to 
patients will be low. and all tbe time 
the nnrse is not actually engaged in 
it necessary attention to the patients 
will bo filled up in other ways. Tho 
term nursing is au elastic one aud 
can bo made to c over such oceupa 
tions as scrubbing, sewing, washing 
bandages, and even cleaning win- 
dows, as at Rhyl, ju Wales.

to patients te affuided by a hospital 
at I-larrogato, in -nhicli there are tvo 
nnrws- to 1GO bed.> oven supposing, 
as otio is obliged, that the so called

A nnrso may generally count on 


beiug on her feet tha whole of tbe 
time she spends in the wards—that is 
to say, 10 01-11 hours, and even long- 
er ou night duty, when the stuffs are 
weak and tbe wards small. The prev- 
alence of the delormity known as 
flat feet among nurses bears wituebS 
to an excessive amount of standing 
and moving. In many institutions it 
is a canon of etiquette that the nuive 
in a-} never bit down m the waul, even 
should she have an opportunity.— 
"Westminster Review.
